~ EXPLOSIVES REGULATED

and terms under which explosives may be imported, transported, 
warehoused and sold in Mexico has been prepared by the War Office 
and forwarded to all mining, industrial and commercial chambers of 


Mexican Government to Keep Tab on Transportation| 


commerce in the country. 

The action of the War Office in 
seeking to control the transporta- 
tion and importation of explosives 
is a preventive measure against 
the somewhat common and illegal 
free use made of explosives in the 
past. At the same time, it is an- 
nounced officially, the government 
does not desire to deter authorized 
and legal sales of explosives on 
which, to a great extent Mexico's 
mining industry depends. This rez- 


although it will limit the number 
of companies and individuals au- 
thorized to deal in explosives, it is 
believed, will not serve to injure 
the legal consumption of dyna- 
mite, powder and other violent ex- 
plosives used in the country chiefly 
for biasting purposes in connection 
with road building and more espe- 
cially by the mining companies. It 
is pointed out that mining com- 
panies will merely have to adjust 
themselves to the new regulations, 
but that they will be able to ob- 
tain all necessary merchandise of 
this sort. 

The circular specifies that in the 
future, for the importation of all 
explosive goods, a special permit 
will be required fromthe War 
Office. This permit will only be 
granted to such individuals or 
cencerns who are legitimately 
known to be in the business or such 
companies as are able to show 
cause why explosives are required 
by them. The circular will make 
it difficult for new explosive deal- 
ere to come into the field, the gcov- 
ernment’s contention being that 
they are already a sufficient num- 
ber of recognized explosive dealers 
established in business here and 
in other cities in the country. The 
new rules require that all orders 
include a detailed account of the 
amount of dynamite or powder 
needed, the port of entry, and the 
route to be taken by the shipment 
and ite ultimate destination and 
intended use. The circular also 
specifies in what class of ware- 
house explosives may be stored and 
deals at length with the question 
of danger to life in the event of an 
explosion. 

No objection.to the circular has 
been rhised by authorized dealers 
here and, in brief, it alms to limit 
this sort of business to certain 
firms as much as possible and to 
avaid the establishment of new 
explosive dealers claiming business 
with mining companies whose ul- 
timate aim in certain cases is not 
certain.

Elisabeth 
Greia was probably worth between 
$20,000 and $256.000." 

Because the mare was always 
healthy the owner had carried in- 
surance on her to about one-half 
her valuation.
